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Introduction 

Seriphidium (Bess.) Poljak. is a transitionary genus from the Sect. Seriphi- 
dium Bess, of Artemisia Linn, in 1961. It's different from Artmisia Linn. , 
sensu stricto, except Sect. Seriphidium Bess., by that, the capitula sessile, 
ovoid or ellipsoid with all hermaphrodite 2—10 florets and disposed in 
paniculate inflorescences or in compound capitula , Corolla tubular , 5 — 
too thed at apex. Syngenesious stamen with lanceolate or linear appendix at 
apex for each anther and acute or obtuse at base of it. All florets fertile, 
but most species are self-pollination, style length usually shorter or as 
long as that of corolla, bilateral, but unforked. Involucre-bracts 4—7 series, 
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imbricate, herbaceous -with membranaceous margin and green costa. Achenes 
obovoid or ovoid, slightly flattened and striated. 

Perennial or annual herbs or subshrubs. Stem erect, ribbed. Branches, le¬ 
aves and involucre-bracts usually covered with tomentose or arachnoid 
tomentose hairs for ever or in the earlier only. Leaves alternate, 1 — 3 
pinnately sectioned, segments linear, filiform or pectinate, or 1—2 palma- 
tely sectioned, segments linear. 

More than 130 species in the world, but 107 species and 27 varieties in 
the Old World. 

Some species, which contain a- or /i-santonin, in the genus used for the 
manufacture of anthelmintics to kill the ascarids well, and a few for the 
herbage to feed livestocks at pastoral area. 

Compared Seriphidium (Bess.) Poljak. with other allies, especially Stilpno- 
lepis Krasch. and Elachanthemum Y. Ling & Y. R. Ling as well as Artemisia 
Linn., sensu strioto, in the Trib. Anthemideae of Compositae. Authors reco¬ 
mmend, althouth the former 3 genera, except Artemisia Linn., which 
contains heterogamous florets in capitula, are all with hermaphrodite flo¬ 
rets in capitula, both Stilpnolepis Krasch. and Elachanthemum Y. Ling & 
Y. R, Ling are with bigger, hemispherical or spherical capitula and each 
of which contains more than 80—100 or more florets, and some florets in 
the centre of it usually haven't matured before cessation of flowering. 
That's shown the primitive evidence just like the primitive species in Sect. 
Absinthium Bes^. of Artemisia Linn, or even in other primitive genera in 
Trib. Anthemideae. Besides, those long peduncled at base of capitula and 
with triangular appendix at anther-tip etc. All above mentioned charateriza- 
tions have also been found in more primitive genera, as in Matricaria Linn, 
or Tanacetum Linn, and Chrysanthemum Bip.-Ship. in Trib. Anthemideae. In 
addition, in Stilpnolepis Krasch. it with all membranaceous involucre-bracts, 
corolla campanulate and achenes long-oblong or clavate, which differ from 
that with herbaceous bracts and membranaceous margin only, tubular corolla 
and oblique obovoid achenes in Elachanthemum Y. Ling & Y. R. Ling. 

Pollen grains have shown the differentiation for them even if the evidence 
of all above genera are 3-colporate. Seriphidium (Bess.) Poljak. is with 
advanced indistinctive 3 layers and minute columnar sculptures. But it's 
more primitive and similar to Matricaria Linn, with 3 distinct thin layers. 
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densely minute spinulose extine and the reticulate columellae in Elachanthemum 
Y. Ling & Y. R. Ling or spiny extine in Stilpnolepis Krasch. or minute 
spinulose, but granulate sculpture and reticulate columellae in Artemisia Linn. 
As the result of that, author supports the idea, that Seriphidium (Bess.) 
Poljak. is one of more advanced representation in Trib. Anthemideae of 
Compositae.

Asia, Europe, N. Africa and the Centre of N. America. However, the 
present mass distributional centre is at the steppe and desert circumstances 
between C. Asia of USSR and Xinjiang of China. The border of the distri¬ 
bution in the Old World have extended to Sibiria of USSR, Mongolia, N., 
N.-W. Provinces and W. Xizang of China, N. India, N. Pakistan, Minor 
Asia and N,, N.-E. & N.-W. Africa. Besides, another one of small 
mass distributional centre is in the Centre of N. America. 

The Regionazations of the Floristic Geography of Seriphidium, (Bess.) Poljak. 
in the Old World can be summarized as follows (Tab. l.)s 

1. Eurasia steppe or semidesert-steppe subkingdom. The area is included 
the countries in E., a Part of N. & C. Europe, W. Sibiria & C. Asia of 
USSR, N. & N.-W. China and W. & C. Mongolia.
